DEMOCRATS VOTED 
FOR SENATOR SMITH 


Organization 
Resolution 
Offered By Lodge Fails 
of Passage.

WASHINGTON, Dec. IO.—The sen­ 
ate was thrown into a deadlock to­ 
day by a fight of the insurgents to 
prevent the re-election of Senator 
Cummins of Iow*a, the president p ro ­ 
tein aa chairm an of the interstate 
commerce commission. 
On the first ballot Senator Cum­ 
mins fell three short of the necessary 
majority, his vote being 41 to ‘JO 
for Senator Smith, Democrat, Sooth 
Carolina, and seven for Senator La 
F o lle tt, of Wisconsin, the recogniz 
ed leader of the insurgent group. 
The democrats voted 
solidly for 
Smith, and five republicans and the 
two fanner labor senators from Min­ 
nesota, supported La Follette. 
The 
five republicans voting for the insur­ 
gent leader were Brookhart, Iowa, 
Frazier, North Dakota, Howell, Ne­ 
braska*^, Ladd, North 
Dakota 
and 
Norris, Nebraska. 
On the second ballot Cummins re­ 
ceived 39 votes, four less than a m a­ 
jority, while Smith polled 38 and La 
Follette 7. 
The same senators sup­ 
ported the W isconsin senator on the 
second ballot. 
The vote on the third ballot -was 
the same as that on the first—Cum­ 
mins 41; Smith 39; La Follette 7.

He added that tax 
reduction “would certainly tend to 
align the whole people in support of 
economical 
administration of gov­ 
ernm ent” which he declared is be­ 
coming “every day more and more 
necessary.” 
“I recommend 
a revision 
of tax 
law’s,” Mr. Coolidge said, “along lines 
which will effect a reduction of in­ 
come taxes by taxing earned income 
more lightly than income from busi­ 
ness or from investment; by reduc­ 
ing the percentages of the normal 
tax, and by reducing the surtax, with 
commencement of their application 
at $10,000 instead of $6,000. 
I also 
recommend repeal of the tax on tele­ 
grams, telephones and leased wires, 
and of the tax on admission, and re­ 
vision of the 
miscellaneous 
taxes 
which are a source of inconvenience 
to taxpayers, and difficult to collect. 
On the 
other 
hand, 
amendments 
which would cause some increase of 
revenue should also be made to ex­ 
isting income tax laws relative to de­ 
ductions of capital losses; deductions 
frpm gross income for interest paid 
and 
no-business 
losses 
sustained, 
wherein income from tax-exempt se­ 
curities Involved; and the manner 
of taxing community incomes. These 
changes would reduce taxes by more 
than 
$300,000,000, 
which is safely 
within the probable s*irplus. 
For the disabled veterans of the war 
and the dependents of those who fell 
the country can not do too much. It 
has already spent nearly two billions 
of dollars and is now spending nearly 
half a billion dollars yearly in their 
behalf.

MR. COOLIDGE AS A CANDIDATE. 


With the exception of Mr. Coolidge, the 
only republican candidates for the presi­ 
dential nomination who are talked about at 
all or who arouse the slightest interest are 
progressives of one sort or another. 
They 
are Hiram Johnson, 
Gifford Pinchot and 
Robert LaFollette. 
All these men may be 
sad to represent each in his way the pro­ 
gressive revolt wrhich dealt such a blow to 
the reactionary republicans in the last con­ 
gressional election. 
That revolt and that 
election showed 
how' 
earnest and wide­ 
spread was the protest against the domi­ 
nation exercised by the stand-pat element 
of the party, and since that election the 
protest against stand-patism has been even 
more earnest and widespread. 
Obviously, 
then, 
progressivism in the 
party is a force to be reckoned with in the 
fight for the presidential nomination. Ev­ 
ery recent test has resulted unfavorably for 
the conservatives, and 
they 
cannot deny 
that there is a formidable movement afainst 
them in the party. How can they meet this 
menace? 
The sudden cutting off of Presi­ 
dent Harding, upon whose personal popu­ 
larity they relied 
heavily, 
was a serious 
blow' to them, although some among them 
insisted that they wrould really have a bet­ 
ter chance with Coolidge because he was a 
new man with no record to defend. 
M. 
Coolidge himself— or 
else his friends— 
took no chances. 
Almost immediately 
after his accession to the presidency a Cool­ 
idge boom was launched, 
thus 
blocking 
pretty effectually any scheme to push Mr. 
Coolidge aside in favor of some o'ther man 
who might appear to the 
conservatives a 
more promising candidate. 
Thus the 
conservatives 
really had no 
choice save to accept Mr. Coolidge as their 
candidate. 
Quite likely they would have 
selected him anyhow, suitable material be­ 
ing scarce. 
Also, it was 
necessary 
for 
them to act quickly and put a conservative 
candidate into the field without delay so 
that his boom could acquire a lot of mo­ 
mentum. 
Mr. Coolidge was the only man 
' for whom they could thus start a boom at 
once; and in addition Mr. Coolidge would 
enjoy the advantage which his office af­ 
fords him. 
So Mr. Coolidge is the candi­ 
date of the conservatives, and so far at any 
rate a candidate highly regarded by the 
, public. But he is only in a limited sense the 
choice of the conservatives, and his candi­ 
dacy is largely the result of forces and cir­ 
cumstances over which the conservative re­ 
publican leaders had no control. 
Hence how much real enthusiasm there 
is for Mr. Coolidge among the leaders back­ 
ing him is a question. 
They may be back­ 
ing him because they want to, but, on the 
other hand, he is the only man available to 
them and that may be the reason why they 
are backing him. The Philadelphia Record 
reminds us that of the five other vice presi­ 
dents who have succeeded 
to the presi­ 
dency only one, Mr. Roosevelt, was elected 
president. 
This, of course, proves nothing 
but is interesting, 
nevertheless. 
And in­ 
teresting, too, is the fact that the progres­ 
sive movement in the party is so wide and 
deep that even a hack and a sham-progres­ 
sive like Hiram Johnson has been able to 
make headway which has scared the Cool­ 
idge forces. 
Mr. Coolidge hasn’t got the 
nomination in his pocket by any means.

How long 
is this indifference to continue? 
The events which are undoubtedly im­ 
pairing our influence and prestige in the 
eyes of all other nations are events connect­ 
ed with the conduct of the foreign policy of 
this country by the present administration. 
The administration’s foreign 
policy has 
come to be regarded as a joke. 
It is such 
a vague, pitiful, 
spineless thing that no­ 
body knows hoV to classify it. 
It is for­ 
ever saying one thing and doing another, 
looking one way and moving the opposite 
wray; and it seems to be wholly and hu­ 
miliatingly the slave and creature of poli­ 
tics.

cause no other result is possible.

E T E AVY pile drivers are hammer- 
ing a whole forest deep into the 
mud of New Jersey marshes. W here 
the 
Hackensack 
and 
the 
Passaic 
Rivers join their sluggish currents, 
and clumps of cat tails and rank 
marsh grass have maintained a su­ 
premacy of wet desolation, the p^e 
drivers are now towering like the 
derricks of an oil field. 
The undertaking which will place 
a great factory where there has been 
only mud and swamp growth is one 
of the most interesting in the country 
from an engineering as well as a 
popular standpoint 
Here are novel 
principles of construction, great tools 
for driving and 
building fashioned 
especially 
for 
work 
in 
swamps, 
methods of w’ork used seldom if ever 
before; here is a great industrial site 
that must be part dug out of mud 
md part filled into what is now water. 
Here also is a project which will 
jse the equivalent of 350 acres or 
Dnc-half square mile of forest for 
piles. 
The development is on such a scale 
that it ranks as one of the most im­ 
portant manufacturing projects now 
planned in America. 
After the pile 
drivers have done their 
work, the 
Kearny factory’ of the W estern Elec­ 


tric Company will be built upon this 
buried forest, above the place of 
mosquitos and traditional swampland. 
In the fall of next year the cable 
factory will be in operation. 
The 
works will grow with the demand 
for communication equipment which 
has been causing pressure for more 
and yet more productive capacity. 
No factory sites of sixty acres are 
available in the Metropolitan District 
except those which must be blasted 
and carved out of solid rock—or 
those which must be built upon piles 
like 
Kearny. 
The choice of the 
Kearny site rested upon the feasibil­ 
ity of what is being done 
in the 
swamps 
by 
the 
pile 
drivers and 
unique construction work which will 
come later. 
Twelve pile drivers have been at 
work. 
The hammer of one taken 
alone weighs thirteen tons. 
The size 
of these huge implements is impres­ 
sive in itself, but the adaptability 
which they have to the job in hand 
is even more so. 
For the work upon 
land, one kind of pile driver is re­ 
quired; for work upon water, another. 
Two entirely different sorts of pile, 
driving are going on side by side for 
this reason. 
Floating in the Passaic 
River is an absolutely new type of | 


driver constructed especially for the 
work. 
This driver is so constructed 
that the steam hammer can be sub­ 
merged in the water permitting the 
driving of the piles to exact gTade 
12 feet under the water. 
Working 
with ordinary equipment and methods 
the pile must be driven into place 
with its top entirely above the surface 
of the w ater; then the pile must be 
sawed off below the water. 
The floating pile drivers 
have a 
draft of about five feet 
For part of 
the site of the Kearny power house 
it was necessary to carry on dredging 
operations so that the drivers could 
get into place afloat 
The dredges 
and scows had an even deeper draft, 
so that the site had to be scooped 
out eleven feet deep under water. 
After the piles are driven and the 
drivers have withdrawn, the site must 
be filled in again. 
As many as 250 piles have been 
driven in a single day and as many 
as 1000 in a single week. The scale 
on which these pile drivers have 
been 
operating 
is 
probably 
not 
equalled in the record of any similar 
enterprise. 
But before the develop­ 
ment is finished 100.000 piles will be 
placed; and this number is the equiv­ 
alent of a great forest covering at 


least a thousand acres or 134 miles. 
The piles range in length from 14 
to 60 feet. 
Some are driven much 
deeper than others; all must penetrate 
the mud to the hard bottom of fine 
red clay and sand. 
Specifications re­ 
quire that each pile be capable of 
sustaining 15 tons, but as a matter 
of fact each is capable of a much 
greater burden. 
Striking as the forest of piles to 
be driven may be, figures as to the 
amount of fill necessary are scarcely 
less so. 
It is estimated on a con­ 
servative 
basis that 
170,000 cubic 
yards of fill will be needed in the 
development now under way. 
Prob­ 
ably another 100,000 cubic yards will 
be required later, p a r r o t which will 
be made up of excavated material. 
The Biblical injunction to build 
upon rock and not upon shifting 
sands has come down from ancient 
times. 
Here are engineers, not ig­ 
noring that wisdom from the sages, 
but opening up a new alternative— 
that of building upon piles driven 
through the shifting sands and mud. 
And in more than one sen«e the piieJ 
are outposts of industry—the advance 
guard of industrial progress as well 
as of the conquest of the Jersey 
marshes.

Butterscotch.—Take one cupful 
of white sugar, one quarter of a 
cupful of molasses, one tablespoon­ 
ful of vinegar, two tablespoonfuls 
of boiling water and one-half cup­ 
ful of butter. 
Boil the ingredients 
together until, when tried in cold 
water, the mixture becomes brittle. 
Turn into a well-U ttered pan when 
slightly cool and mark with a sharp 
knife into squares. 
Flavor with a 
few drops of vanilla before injur­ 
ing out, lf desired. 
Chocolate 
Caramels.—Put 
two 
and one-half tablespoonfuls of but­ 
ter into a kettle and, wheu melted, 
add two cupfuls of molasses, one 
cupful of brown sugar, oue cupful 
of milk and three squares of choco­ 
late. 
Boil all together until, when 
tried in cold water, a firm bail 
may he made, then add a teaspoon­ 
ful of vanilla. 
Turn into a well- 
buttered pan to cool. 
Mark off in­ 
to squares before it is too firm. 
Sultana Caramels.— Put onc-quar- 
*er of a cupful of butter into a 
saucepan; when well melted add 
two cupfuls of sugar, one-half cup­ 
ful of milk and one-quarter cupful 
of molasses. 
Heat to the boiling i 
point and boil seven minutes. Add 
two squares of chocolate and stir 
until the chocolate is melted, then 
boil seven minutes longer.

and two tablespoonfuls of sultana 
raisins. 
Cool slightly and mark 
off into squares. 
Peppermints.—Take one and one- 
half cupfuls of sugar, one-half cup­ 
ful of boiling water and stir until 
the sugar is dissolved, then boil ten 
minutes; remove from the fire, add 
six drops of peppermint and beat 
until creamy.

L IT T L E SW EET CAKES 
D 
URING the season the c l a v ­ 
ately decorated and many col­ 
ored frills are used with impunity. 
Small red candies, or vari-colored 
gumdrops, cut into 
all 
corts 
of 
forms, with citron, nuts and other 
small candies, add a great variety, 
which will please all ages. 
Little Tea Cakes.—Bake a plain 
white cake in the very small gem 
pans. 
Cover with boiled frosting 
and decorate with tiny flowers, us­ 
ing for the center a small gumdrop 
and the petals of almonds or can­ 
died caraway seeds. 
Leaves may 
be cut from citron, or green gum­ 
drops cut into 
slices 
and then 
trimmed with a sharp knife. 
Trilby*.—Cream one-half cupful 
of hnttor: add ono-hnlf rnpfnl of 
sugar; add alternately one-quarter 
of a cupful of milk and one cupful 
of oatmeal with one and one-half 
cupfuls of flour. Knead to a smooth 
dough and add more milk if it is 
needed. Roll into a thin sheet and 
cut into rounds. 
Place them on a 
baking sheet; add a spoonful of 
fruit filling and cover with another 
cooky. 
Bake until well-browned. 
For the filling use a pound of dates, 
stoned and chopped, one-half cupful 
of sugar, with a tablespoonful of 
flour, a grating of lemon rind and 
a 
tablespoonful of lemon juice. 
Simmer until smooth and thick and 
cool before using. 
Snow Balls.—Make a plain cake, 
flavored with orange, and bake in 
iron Brownie gem pans, filling them 
one-third full.
